ONDON, January 27. By our laft Letters from 
Conttantinople we have Advice, that the Otto. 
mai Port continues their Preparations of War by Sea 
and Land, but notwithftanding this ’tis believ’d they 
have no defign to make a Kupture with Mufcovy, by 
reafon tis faid that an Ambaffador is fending from that 
Court to that at Mufcow, in order to prolong the 
Treaty of Truce with the Czar, tho’ at the fame time 
‘tis believ’d the Republick of Poland endeavours to fer- 
ment Differences between thofe two Puiffants, in order 
to deliver themfelves from the Oppreffions they lye un- 
der trom the Troops of that Nation, who take all they 
can find, and often pillage the Churches. 

They are making great Preparations at Drefden for 
King Auguftus’s Journey to Poland, who isto fet out 
ina little time to hold a General Dyet of Pacification 
at Wariaw.

tween the King of Pruffia and Swedena Leipfich, thofe 
two Puidants had under their Confideration the Fx. 
change ot the Principalities of Halberieat and Magden- 
bourg for the Dutchy of Courland, by which the King 
of Pruffia would Extend his Dominions as far as Livo- 
nia, which ’tis faid the King of Poland is willing to 
Confent to ; buton'the other hand, Courland being a 
Fief ot Poland, ’tis believ’d ’twil be difficult to bring 
them to a Complianrein that Matter. 

We have Advice from Copenhagen by the way of 
Hambourg, that the Danifh Troops are all in Motion
